Office of Legislative Affairs, FBI, regarding an FBI request for CIA 
concurrence in the provision of certain FBI documents containing CIA 
information to the House International Relations Subcommittee on 
International Organizations. I asked Coulson whether he had been able 
to determine whether the Bureau's failure to transmit complete copies 
of all of the documents involved was a clerical error. He said that he 
thought this was the case and that he would check further.
